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REBEL AMERICAN INTELLIGENCE. 
PHILADELPHIA, Makes 28. , 

ON Monday laft, arrived at Chefler, his Moft Chriftian Majefty’s 
figate Le Hermione, M, La. Touche commander, whu parted with the 
“rench fleet off owr Capes the 1gth inflant, by whom we have the fal- 
lowing account of an engagement between the, Engiith and French 

eets; 

On the 16th inflant, after a violent foutherly wind, which had car- 
ried the French ficet to the north-eaft of Cape Charles, it being foygy, 
the ficet having their larboard tacks on beard, they difeovered: at day« 
break, a frigate about two gun thots ta windward ; the Admiral had 
frareely made the fignal for a chace, when he difcovered many laige 
veffels in his rear; he then made no doubt it was the Englith, who ha- 
ving been informed of hisdefign, and having had greater advantage of 
the wefterly and north-weft winds, had arrived almoft at the fame in- 
ftant on the coaft of Virginia; he immediately made the fignal forthe 
line to he formed with the larboard tacks on board the wind juft thea’ 
blowing from the N, E. the English ficet being about two leagues to 
_ the fouthward, upon the fame tack ; at nine o’elock the fieet put a- 

bout on the other tack, and half an hour afterwardsthe enemy made” 
the Tame movement ; ‘at ten o'clock, the wind frethening, the fleet 
put about on the other tack, the enemy continuing on 
tack, forcing fail; and, with the abuts of failing, 
over the French fleet, they were foon in fuch « pofition as to be able 
to gain the wind; at noon they put about, and before one o'clock - 
their van was notymore than half a league from the rear of the Frencli 
line. After many well executed manceuvres on both fides, the ene 
gagernent began at half after one o’clock, and at three quartersafter 
two the firing ceafed on both fides. pia 

The Englith fleet being in the rear, and to the windward of the: 
French fleet, Monf. D’Aftouches made the fignal for the re-eftablith- 
ing the line of battle, with the larboard tacks on board, without ha- 
ving regard to each veffel's particular place, which was executed in a 
thort time ; he then intended to tack the fecond time upon the enemy, 
who appeared to be more damaged than himfelf, and were then all 
gathered together in a clatter, with their fails a-back, and their 
ing very much cut, bat the fignals made by the Conquerant. and 
Ardent informed him, that thefe veffels, and particularly the fit, 
(who had fuftained, for a long time, the fire of three of the enémy’s 
fhips, and in the end was fo nearly engaged with her oppofite thip in 
the line, that they appeared to be aboard each other) had great need 
of fome immediate repair. The French fleet continued, therefore, to 
run on this tack, with a {mall fail, reaéy to receive the enemy, if they 
thought proper to hazard a fecond engagement; but they very

ginia eighteen‘months men, on the march from Hilifborough to High 
Rock. | effected this bufinefs, and retired to Guildford Court: houte. 

Our militia had been upon fach a loofe and uncertain footing ever 
fince we croffed the Dan, that I could attempt ‘nothing with confie 
dence, though we kept within ten or twelve miles of the enemy for 
feveral days. ‘The enemy képt clofe, feemingly determined that we 
thould gain no advantage of them, ‘without rilking fomething of con-

ON the roth I wrote to his Excellency General Wafhington, from 
the High Rock ford, on the Haw River, (a copy of which TF inclofed 
your Excellency) that I had effeéted a junétion with a continental re- 
giment of eighteen months men. and two confiderable bodies ‘of mili- 
tia belonging to Virginia aad North Carolina. After this junétion, 1 
took the refolution of attacking the enemy, without lofs of time, and 
made the neceflary difpofition accordingly, being perfuaded, that, if 

*we were faccefsful, it would prove ruinous to the enemy, and, if o- 
therwife, it would only prove @ partial evil to us. eee 

The army marched from the High Rock ford on the T2th, and on 
the tgthvarrived at Guildford. The enemy lay at the Quaker Meet- 
ing-houfe on Deep River, eight miles from our camp. On the morn- 
ing of the rsth, our reconnoitering parties reported the enemy advan- 
cing-on the great Salifbury- road. ‘The afmy was drawn up in three 
lines; the front line was compofed of the North Carolina militia, un- 
der the command of Generals Butler and Faton; the fecond line, of 
Virginia militia, commanded by Generals Stevens and Lawfon, forming 
two brigades; the third line, confifting of two brigades, one of Virgi« 
nia and one of Maryland continental! troops, commanded by General 
Huger.and Colonel Williams, Lieutenant-Colonel Wafhington, with 
the dragoons of the firit and third regiments, a detachment. of-light 
infantiy, compofed of continental troops,“and a regiment of riflemen 
under Colonel Lynch, formed a corps.of obfervation for the fecurity of 
our right flank. , 
ment of light infantry, and a eorps'of riflemen, under ‘olonel_Camp= 
bell, formed a corps of ohfervation for the f curity of our left flank.

‘The aftion commenced by a cannonade, which lafted about twenty 


~mgniautes, when the enemy advanced in three columns, the Heffians on 


the right, the gnards in the center, and Lieutenant-Colonel Webfter’s 
brigatle on the left. The whole moved through the old fields to at- 
tack the North Carolisa brigades, who waited the attack uniil the e- 
nemy got within one hundred and forty yards, when part of them be- 
gan to fire, but a confiderable-part left the ground without firing at 
all. The Generals and ficld officers did all they could to induce the 
mien to ftand their ground; but neither the advantages of the pofition, 
nor any other confideration, could induce them to ftay. General Ste- 
phens and General Lawfon, and the field-officers of thofe brigades, 
were more fuccefsful in their exertions. ‘The Vitginia militia gave the 
enemy a warm reception, and kept up a heavy fire for a long time; 
but being beat back, the aétion became general almoft every where.— 
‘The corps of obfervation under Wathington and Lee were warmly en- 
gaged, and did great execution. In a word, the conflict was long and 
fevere, and the enemy only gained their point by fuperior difcipline. 
"they having broken the fecond Maryland regiment, and turned our 
left fank, got into the rear of the Virginia brigade, and appearing to 
be gaining our right, which would have encircled the whole of the 
Continental troops, I thought it moft advifeable to order a retreat. 
About this time, Lieutenant-Colonel Wathington made charge with 
the herfe upon a part of the brigade of guards; and the firft regiment 
of Marylanders, commanded by Colonel Gunby, feconded by Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Howard, followed the hortfe with their bayonets; near 
the whole of this party fell a facrifice. General Huger was the laft 
that was engaged, and gave the enemy a check. We retreated in good 
order to the Reedy Fork river, and erotled at the ford about three 
miles from the field of aétion, and there halted, and drew up the 
troops, until we colledted mott of our ftragglers. We loft our artillery 
and two amimunition waggous, the greater part of the horfes being 
killed before the retreat began, and it being impoffibie to move the 
pieces but alongthe great road. After collecting our ftragglers, we 
retired to this camp, ten miles diftant from Guildford. 

From thc beft information I can get, the enemy’s lof is very great, 
not lefS ia killed and wounded than fix hundred men, befides fome 
few prifoners we brought of. 

Inclofed I fend your Excellency a return of our killed, wounded, and 
miffing. Moft of the latter have gone home, as is but too cultomary 
with militia after an aftion.—I cannot learn that the enemy have got 
any confiderable number of prifoners.—-Our men are in good fpirits, 
and in perfect readivefs for another field day. 

Tonly lament the lofs of feveral valuable officers who are killed and 
wounded in the aétion. Among the latter is General Stevens, thot 
through the thigh, and General Huger in the hand; and among the 
former is Major Anderfon of the Maryland line. 

The firmnefs of the officers and foldiers, during the whole canipaign, 
has been almoft unparalleled. Amidft innumerable difficu'ties they 
have difeovered a degree of magnahimity and fortitude that will for e- 
ver add a luftre to their military reputation.

fquadron of his Majefty’s thips under my command, which are named 
in the mar in*, together with. the Kaft-India thips, tranfports, and vic- 
tuallers, who failed with us from England, the Ifis (which fhip lay 
fartheft to.leeward) made the fignal for'fecing eleven fail in the Of- 
fing, towards the N. E, 

I was then abfent in a boat, giving directions for moving fome fhips 
which had driven too near cach other. 

As foon as I faw the fignal for fo many ftrange fhips, J inftantly re- 
turned on board the Romney, and made the fignal for all perfons to 
come from the fhore, and to repair on board their refpective thips, ha- 
ving at that time not lefs than 1500 perfons abfent from the fleet, 
who were employed in. watering, fifhing, and embarking live cattle, 
with other occupations neceflary to the difpatch in refitting fo many 
fhips, befidés a number. of the officers and troops who wert taking the 
recreation of the {hore. 

As foon as this fignal wag’made, and enforced-by the repeated firing 
of guns, and after’a boat fad been difpatched to the fhore, to give 
more expedition and effect to the embarkation, a fignal was made to 
unmoor, and another to prepare for battle. 

1 went on board the lis, to make my obfervations on the ftrange 
thips, as they could only beeen from that ship, on account of the 
eait point of land which intervened. 

From the His I plainly difcevered five large fhips of the line, and fe- 
veral fmaller thips, ftanding in for the land; the large thips being fe- 
parated from the convoy, and making fignals by fuperior and inferior 
flags, which plainly denoted tiat they were French. 

Upon this I returned on board the Romney, calling to the Eaft-In- 
dia thips, as I pafled and repafled, to prepare for battle; for mott of 
them were as yet heedlefs of the repeated fignals which had been 
made. 

At a quarter before eleven o’clock the ftrange thips appeared coming 
round the caft point of land, drawn up in a liné, and leading into the 
bay. His Majetty's thips of war (excepting as to the people who were 
abient on fhore) were by this time prepared to receive the enemy, if 
they thould oifer any infult. 

We plainly perceived.they. intended an attack by the fprings which 
were pafled to theit cables along the outfide of the thips; and we knew 
the fimall regatd which the French ufvally pay to the laws of nations, 
when they are poffeféd of a fupdtior force, or find it convenient to dif- 
penfe with fuch obligations ; and in this our expedtations we were not 
difappointed : For, with much courage and feeming determination, the 
French Commodore led on within two cables length of the Monmouth, 
Jupiter, and Hero, paffing the Diana, Terror Bomb, and Infernal fire- 
ihip, who lay without the reft of the thips. Here he hoifted his broad 
pendant, and difplayed the French colours, He then hauled up his 
courfes, and fired two thot at the Ifis from his larboard bow as he luffed 
up, and immediatcly after, permitting his fhip to thoot up in the wind, 
as far as the force with which the thip was failing enabled her, he dropt 
his anchor a-breaft of the Monmouth, and began to fire away among 
the thips, as faft as he could diftharge and load. His fails, however, 
were (till Aying about in great confulion, fo that his {pring on the ‘cable 
did not hold when the thip was checked to bring up, and he drove a- 
breaft of the Hero. ‘ 

After the two guns mentioned above had been difcharged with fhot, 
the fire from his Maje(ty’s thips opencd upon the enemy with great 
power and effeét, 

The next French fhip which followed their Commodore anchored a- 
head of him. ‘The third endeavoured to pafs through for the Romney; 
but, being unable to weather the different fhips, be anchored a-ftern of 
his Commodore, and continied there for a fhort fpace, driving about 
with his ‘ails loofe, until he boarded the Fortitude and Hinchinbrooke 
Eatt India thips, and then went to fea. ‘The fourth fhip run on differ- 
ent lines, luding and beari.g up as he paffed among the fkirt of our 
thips, and firing and receiving fire as he failed along, but feemingly in 
great confufion alfo 5. and at la(t,’ with mach difficulty, he wore clear of 
the reef on the welt point awithout us. 

The Gfth thip rua among the merchant veffels alfo, firing at all, 
a attempting to board two or three as he pafled along, without fuc- 
cefs, 

In a quarter of an hour after the firft gun, feveral of our Eaft India 
thips had recovered the alarm, and were firing at the enemy, and fome 
of them in well direéted lines...'Two or three, however, had ftruck 
their colours, and thrown the Company’s packets over board, and o- 
thers prudently put to fea, ‘ 

The Romney could 9:5 fire in two openings, and this under a preci- 
fion which was cautioufly'obfereed. | Neither could fhe veer away cable 
to open a larger.fpace, as the Jafon lay right a-ftern of her. Seéing the 
Romney was like to have little fhare in the aétion, after the fourth ihip 
had pafled her, J ordered the barge to be manned, to go on board the 
Hero. General Meadows and Captain Saltern infifted they fhould ac- 
company me, with a degree of generofity and good humour which I 
ceuld not refift. - It is pleafant to be near the General at all times, but 
on the day of battle that datisfadtion is felt in a peculiar degree. We 
were received by Captain Hawker with as cheerful and affable civility as 
if we had come to dinner, while the Hero kept up a conftant, awful, 
heavy difcharge of artillery. 

‘fhe adtion. bordered upon a furprize, and the nature of the fervice 
in which we were engaged rendered us liable-to much confufion ; yet, 
upon the whole, until the enemy were beat off, I faw nothing on our 
part but fteady, cool, determined valour. 

Captain Alms, of the Monmouth, kept up a well-diredted fire 

Captain Pafley had worked hard from the beginiag of the bufinefs, 
and. fad got a {pring on his cable, by which effort every thot told from 
the Japiter. 

The French Commodore now found his fituation too hot, and he cut 
his cable in three quarters of af hour, and went away through the hips, 
as his fecond a-itern. had done before* him; the other a-head was now 
left behind, on cbje&t to be fired at by all the thips in our fleet, who 
could get guns to bear upon him. )dnithis fituation he remained for fif- 
teen minutes, hardly firing a gun during the whole time : Such 2 fpec- 
tacle of diftrefs I. never before beheld? me ’ 

I am fatisfied myfelf he ftruck his colours, and that they were not 
merely fhot away, asfome alledge ;.dnd this I-believe, becaufe different 
fhips thought he ftruck at thefame-time ; but it was inspoffible to get 
all the thips to ceafe firing ationce ; and one gun being afterwards dif- 
charged from the enemy’s tip, the firing began’ again even from fuch 
of our: fhips as had left off. . ’ ; 15, : 

Whether his cable was thot away, or he'ent the 'eable, F cannot fay, 
but off the hip went round upon the heel, her ftern falling -clofe to’ the 
broadfide of the Ifis; her mafts were tottering ; her yards were hanging 
different ways; her fails were flying about in rags, and tull of holes. 
Firft fell the mizen-maft, next went the main-maft, and laftly the fore- 
matt and outer end of the bowfprit tumbled in the water 

l inftanily returned to the Romney, and made the fignal for all Cap- 
tains, and after hearing the cendicion of every fhip, I direéted the min 
of war to cut and flip as faft as they could gét'to fea, to follow up the 
vi€tory, with orders to make any India fhips who lay in’ their way to cut 
their cables alfo, that they might not be impeded. 

I ordered the merchant fhips to lie faft and repair their damages, un- 
til we joined them again. 

. As foon as the Jafon was out of the way, the Romney was caft by a

The Jupiter inftantly followed, and we ran between our frattered 
hips and the enemy. Pereeiving neither the His nor Diana making

By thefe various obftructions and delays, added to a ftrong lee curs 
rent, the enemy had diawn us far to leeward of St Jago. The fan 
was fet; the fea had increafed; I could not propofe a decifive adion in 
the night. IfI followed until day-light, my profpects were great and 
tempting; Lut I mult then determine to leave my convoy io diftres; 
and feparate fiom the troops, without any fixed determination soit 
cerning them or their deftination ; and I muft alfo have relinquithed 
the object of the prefent expedition ; becaufe, after getting fo far te 
leeward that we could not fetch the Ilands of Bravo or Fogo, it is a 
well known fact that no (hip can beat up againft the N. E. winds and 
the S. W. currents which always prevail heie, much Jefs after fuch ap 
action as mult be expected. 

On the other hand, if the principal force of the enemy fhould are 
rive before us at the place ef our deltination, it might prove equally 
fatal to the object of the expedition. 

The-dilemma was great indeed, and I felt the cruel fituation with 
an anguifh which I never before experieneed; but after maturely 
weighing the fubje@ in all it’s confequences with thofe perfons on 
whofe judgment I have moft confidence, I thought myfelf bound to 
return to join the thips under my protection, and to purfue the 
object of the expedition, it being moft probable that the enemy 
mutt either fend off two of their difabled thips of war to the Weft-In- 
dies, in which cafe I fhall have a fuperior naval force, or they muft 
touch at the Brazils for water and repairs; and perhaps they will be 
obliged to do both; in cither of which cafes we thall have a great ad- 
vantage by the preceding aétion. 

Next day we retosk the Hinchinbrook Eaft-India thip, with a5 
Freachmen on board ; and I learn from them that the fquadron who 
attacked us was compofed of

The Hannibal was. the thip which was difmafted ; the. Hcro led in, 
and fuffered damages next in proportion to the Hannibal; the Artefien, 
Sphynx, and Vengeur came in according as they are named, but the 
laft three did not receive much injury. The Captain of the Artefien, 
to which fhip the prifoners belong, was killed by a grape fhot in the 
fhoulder. ; 

They informed me that they fuiled from Breft the 22d of March, 
with Monf. le Grafs and twenty fail of the line, three of which are of 
three decks, bound to Martinique, befides the Sagittaire frigate of fifty 
guns, bound to North America. 

That they feparated off Madeira, and their purpofe was to attack 
the fqnadron under my command, wherever they could find it, of which 
they had received a correét lilt at Beeft; that the Artefien firft diftover=+ 
cd us lying in the road, and tacked towards Monfieur Suffrein to acquaint 
him of it; that he inftantly. ordered them to prepare for the attack ; 
and being asked by Monf. Cardilliac, the Capt. of the Artefien, what 
they fhould do if the. Portuguefe forts fhould fire upon them? He defired 
them to fire at the Portuguefe forts alfo. 

After an aétien of fuch a length, in fuch a fituation, in fmooth water,

. with large thips fo near cach other, it is furprifing to find how few men 


have been killed, and what flight damages his Majefty’s fhips have re- 
ceived. 

The Monmouth lying withing a cable’s length, had not a man killed, 

and enly fix wounded. 

The Jupiter had two wounded. 

The Ifis had four killed, and five wounded. 

The Romney had feven wounded ; and the other thips according to 

the lift inclofed. 
The Jafon and Latham Eaft-India -fhips, who lay at the furtheft 


diftance from the enemy, had 4 killed and 14 wounded ; among the ° 


killed is Lieutenant Keith of the Jafon, a brave arid’ worthy officer. 

Several of the laft India fhips have fuffered in their mats, yards, 
and rigging, but nothing that will impede the voyage, of which can 
not be repaired even here with fecurity. 

The fate of the Infernal fire-thip, ‘and Terror bomb, deferves to be 
particularly related : they had come from the Ifle of May two days be- 
fore, and Jay to the eaftward without all the hips, notwithftanding my 
orders.in writing had been ftriétly given, and punétually communicat- 
ed, for all the {mall hips to anchor within the reft.. The Terror had 
fprung her bow/prit, and was fithing of it, with her rigging loofe, when 
the enemy appeared, and one of the 64 gun fhips layed her on board. 

The Terrer catched fire, and the enemy durft not take poflefiien of 
her, though often invited fo to do by Captain Wood. She then cut her 
cable, and drove to fea, where fhe loft her bowfptit and forematt. , 

One of the French fhips again followed her in this miterable condi- 
tion, and fired feveral fhot at the Terror; yet Captain Wood, feeing 
us preparing to come out, would not firike his colours, but bravely con- 
trived to fet fome ftay-fails, and flide off in that thattered condition. 

‘Ee /fire-fhip went to fea, and was taken by the enemy, by what 
means I cannot relate; but I have good reafon to believe the was after= 
wards either abatidoned by-thesnemy, or retaken by the crew, as the 
Jupiter faw her next day to leeward, and ftanding towards. us with her 
diftinguifhing vanes, and anfwering flag aboard. 

The Fortitude India fhip behaved with uncommon bravery. She was 
boarded by the Artefien, who fired many guns into her; feveral of the 
enemy’s crew jumped on board the Fortitede, yet, in this fituation, 
Captain Jenkinfon, of the g8th regiment, kept up'a conftant fire with 
fmall arms; feveral ef the enemy were thot on the fhrouds, and two 
were forced’ overboard, and taken up again into the Fortitude, after 
the two thips had feparated. 

The Hinchinbrook was alf miferably cut and mangled bythe Arte4 
fien, before the was taken. 

Many of the other India thips faffered confiderable damages, partti- 
cularly the Lord North, Ofterly, and Afia; and the Edward vi@tualler 
was nearly funk, and carried out to fea, though afterwards abandoned. 

Witli-great difficulty, after turning many days, we recovered this 
ar ee the Fortitude, and we towed in the Hinchinbrook and Ed- 
ward. 

Every poffible exertion has beer ufed fince to repair the various de- 
meges which the thips had faftained, and thé whole convoy are now ag 


completely refitted as circumftances wilk allow; in the execution of ’ 


which fervice I am chiefly indebted to the indefatigable attention of 
Captain .Pafley, whofe zal in this, and every other occafion, I will 
may be reprefented te his Majefty. 
To add to our embarraffments, thé Porto floop, who joined us that 
ony we got back, run foul of the Hero, and loft her foremaft and bow-

Since writing the above account, the Infernal fire-fhip has joined us. 


Tae-enemy aad abandoned ‘her on our approach, -having taken away’

port, which fhens the impoffibility of joining the convoy if I had fol- 

Jowed the enemy. 

The fire-thip has fuflained little or no damages.
